}n future these outrages should cease. No sucli guarantees have yet beet) 

f iven: But on the contrary, additional iuurder..5, and additional robiieries 
ave been perpetrated upon the person^ and property of our un'otfending 
citizens. It is therefore ordered, that ('olohel t'liitisiogiiKR ('auson'. 
with a proper military force proceed ')) ithiiut delay to a point in tlie Na; 
vajoe country known as Fiieblo Cotoradu. and tljej'e establish a defensible 
Depot for his supplies and Hospital: and thence tq prosecute a vigoroiu} 
war upon the men oftliis tribe until it is considered at these- Head 
Quarters that they have been etfectually punislied for thejr long continued 
atrocities.

VII. ..When Fort Whipple has been established, Captain Herbert M, 
Enos, U. S. A., will examine the country westwardly from that post with 
a view to flncUnfj a practicable wagon route to the nearest and most con¬ 
venient landing upon the Colorado river, if possible, below Fort Mojave, 
and he will report iu detail upou such road, as to its distance and char¬ 
acter, and as to wood, water and grass; and he will gather such infor¬ 
mation. with regard to the cost of getting supplies to Fort Whippie, 
whether from Los Angelos, overland, by the way of Fort Mojave, or by 
sea and river navigation to the landing alluded to, as may be necessary 
to the War Department when detcrminiDg the question how troops nsay 
be the most economically supplied, who may be serving at that or otlrer 
posts which may hereafter be established in the District of Northern 
Arizona. Capt. Enos will then report iu person at Department Head 
Quarters. 

VIII. . .After the 1st proximo, aU communications intended forthe offi¬ 
cers and soldiers at Fort Whipple, will be sent by mail to Mesilla, New 
Mexico, and thence, '■'■by military express to Tucson” Tito coinmandiHg 
officer of Tucson will receive information from tlic commanding otfiner 
of the District ol Northern Arizona, when communications have once 
been opened rta the Pimos villages to Tucson, how and wlien mail mut¬ 
ter may be forwarded from the latter place to F, rt Whipple.

these Head Quarters, and of which Surgeon James M. McNulty, U. S. VoU., 
is President, were tried: 

1. Sergeant Hamctsl H. Lee, Company'M,’ 1st N. M. Vols. ^ 

CHARGE: 

Disobedience of orders. 

Specification —In this; that Sergeant Samuel H. Lee of Company ‘M.,’ 1st 
New Mexican Volunteers, being the Sergeant of the Guard and in charge of 
the prisoners, did allow two of them to leave the Guard House after retreat 
in charge of but one sentinel; this in violation of the written orders of the 
Post. This at Fort Union, N. M., on or about the 28th day of May, 1863. 

FINDING and SENTENCE: 

The Court after mature deliberation finds the prisoner “Guilty"’ as charged, 
and does therefore sentence him. Sergeant Samuel H. Lee, of Company ‘M,’ 

1st New Sloxican Volunteers, “to be reduced to the ranks as a private, and 
to forfeit to the United States ten dollars of his monthly pay, per month, 
for three months.” 

2. Private Gbronomo Qi-Jinm, Co. ‘.VI,’ 1st N. M. Vols. 

CHARGE FIRST: 

Conduct subversive of good order and military discipline. 

Specification— In this; that pnvate Geeo.nomo Oljinn of Company ‘M,’ Ist 
New Mexican Volunteers, did sell, or otherwise improperly dispose of one 
blanket drawn by him from the Government. This at Fort Union, N. M.,on 
or about the 29th of May, 1863.

1863, sell intox¬ 
icating liquors to United States Soldiers; this in violation of Department 
General Orders dated Head Quarters. Department of Xew Mexico, Santa E’e 
Now Mexico, October 14, 1861 and oftho Territorial laws of New Mexico. 
FINDING AND SENH’EXOE: 

The Commission,after mature deliboration fi-ols the prisoner ■ “gaiKy” as

CHARGE: 

Violation of the 9th Article of IFar. 

8p.-;ci?rc.v.Tiox Ist—In this; that Private Do.vxi.d Bexrdox of Company 
‘G.’ U. S. 5th Infantry, a prisoner in charge of the Garrison Guard, did use 
violent, abusive, and insubordinate language, and with a heavy iron bar did 
attempt to strike his superior offloer Sergeant Jon.y BocuAy.4.!f, Company “K” 

5th Infantry. This while the Sergeant wa.s in the execution of his office as 
non-commissioned Officer of the Guard. 

Spboipicatiox 2ad—In this; that private Do.vvld Rs-irdox, of Company 
“G.”|U. S. 5th Infantry, a prisoner in charge of the Garrison Guard, did use 
violent, abusive, and insubordinate language, and did with a heavy iron bar, 
make a cowardly and murderous assault upon his superior officer. Sergeant 
Jacob Wahf., Company “C” 5th Infantry, striking him on the side of the head; A 
felling him to the ground, and did attempt to strike him a second time, being 
only prevented by the exertions of members of the Guard; thus inflicting a 
severe wound upon the said Sergeant, an 1 compelling him to go to the Hospi¬ 
tal for medical treatment. This without the slightest cause or provocation, 
and while the Sergeant was in the execution of his office as non-commis¬ 
sioned officer of the Guard. 

All this at Albuquerque, N. M. on or about June 17,1863. 

FINDING AND SENTENCE: 

The Court, after mature deliberation finds the prisoner as follows: 

Of the Ist Specification “Guilty” of so much as chargis him with using 






violent, abusive, and insubordinate language; and 'not guilty’ of tlie remainder 
, of the Specification. 

Of the 2nd Specification—Guilty. 

Of the Charge—Guilty. 

And the Court does therefore sentence him Private Do.vald Rbardox, of 
Company “G." U. S. 5th Infantry “to be confined at hard labor in charge of 
the Guard, at such place as the Department Commander may direct; wearing 
a 24 pound ball attached to his left leg by a chain three feet long, for the re- 
mainder of his enlistment: to forfeit all pay and allowances that are or may 
become due him, except the just dues of the Sutler and laundress, and at the 
I expiration of his term of service, to be dishonorably discharged.” 

j 2. Private Jaurs Rvan, Light Company “A” U. S. 3d Artillery: 

j CHARGE: 

' Murder-. 

Spboification’ —In this; that private James Rvan, of Light Company “A” 
TJ. S. 3rd Artillery, did, with malice aforethought—with a sabre, inflict a 
wound on the body of Private Wilmam Stewakt of the same Company and 
regiment, which wound soon thereafter caused his (Stewart’s) death. 

All this at Albuquerque, N. M. on or about the 13th day of June, 1863. 

FINDING AND SENTENCE: 

The Court, after mature deliberation, finds the prisoner as follows: 

’ 01 the .Specification—Guilty, except the words “with malice aforethought.” 

Of the charge “Not Guilty,” of murder, but guilty of manslaughter, and 
does therefore sentence him, private James Rvan, Light Company ‘A,’ U. S. 3d 
Artillery “to forfeit all pay and allowances that are or may become due him, ex¬ 
cept the just dues of the Sutler and Laundress, and to be confined at hard la¬ 
bor in charge of the guard, at such Military Post as the Commander of the 
Department may direct, wearing a 24 pound weight attached to his left leg by 
a chain three feet long, for the period of five years.” 

VIII. .. .The proceedings, findings and sentences of the Court in the cases 
A of private Donald Reardon of Company ‘G,’ U. S. 5th Infantry and private 

James Ryan, of Light Company‘A,’U. S. 3d Artillery, are approved. The 
sentences will be executed at Fort Canby, in the Navajoe Country. 

IX. .. .The General Court Martial of which Captain Henry R. Selden,U. 
S. Sth Infantry, is president, is dissolved. 


X... .Hereafter, within the Department of New Mexico, no prisoner in 
confinement, will be sent, under charge of a sentinel or sentinels, away from 
the Guard house, between Retreat and Reveille for any purpose whatever.
